


_ ‘THE NEWS IN PERSPECTIVE

NEDY SURVIVED DALLAS!” While the head- 
lime is positive, the story leaves a lot to be de- 

` sired. Nevertheless the paper goes on to report 
that JFK survived the assassination attempt, 
Became a human vegetable as a result of it, was 
secretly transported to a private clinic on one 
ef Ari’s islands, died about a year ago there, and 
Was then buried at sea by Jackie and Ted. It is 
alleged that this report came from an eye wit- 
viéss.. Maybe, so. But, this latest addition to the 
Kennedy assassination myths is another example 
of what happens when the public’s right to know 
the truth is abused by an unresponsive govern- 
ment and administration. As time passes on, the 
rumors explode into wild allegations..

ur “When the Liberal Establishment-controlled 
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Let there be no more illusions about it: our 
so-called “leadership” hasn’t got what it takes 
any more to stand up to the Sino-Soviets and 
drive home a hard bargain favorable to the best 
interests of the nation and of the American 
people. This is due to the fact that government 
by-pressure groups have killed American leader: 
ship capabilities. Prediction: Peking is going to 
lay down a hard line and Nixon’s trip there, if 
made at all, will turn out to be a flop.

Following the Jordanian assault, 
the Palestinian guerrilla movement called on all 
Arab countries to sever diplomatic and economic 
relations with Jordan and to expel the Amman 
government from the Arab League. Hussein’s 
actions may yet cost him his throne and lots of 
nice, juicy, American loot. Meanwhile, peace is 
out of the question in the Middle East no matter 
who says what to the contrary. 


Sometime ago, Eugene C. Pulliam, publisher 
of The Arizona Republic, wrote and published 
an editorial entitled: “Stop It, America, Before 
It’s Too Late!” In it, he pleaded with “anti- 
Americans” to stop sniping at our government, 
and went on to say that, inasmuch as we are 
living in “the most wonderful nation on earth,” 
she doesn’t deserve criticism. The point is well 
taken, but there is a flaw in his logic. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Pulliam, all those who snipe at Wash- 
ington are anti-Americans. This is based on the 
assumption that only the Reds do such nasty 
things. He’s wrong, of course. Right wingers 
do the same. In fact, in this, right-wingism has 
a lot in common with left-wingism. However, 
there is a fundamental difference between the 
two kinds of gripes. Concerned Americans hurl 


. spears at Washington because they know that 


it is in the hands of the Liberal Establishment 
which is hell-bent on converting what little is 
left of the original Republic into a socialist 
state. The Reds, and their fellow travelers, 
hurl bricks from the other side because they want 
to become the fat cats while converting the 
nation into a Soviet America. True, the past is 
prologue. We are experiencing today what 
Czarist Russia went through just before the 
Bolsheviks evicted the Social Democrats. The 
Russian right wing lost that battle, too. 


Invariably, too much of the same old thing 
not only becomes monotonous, but nauseating as 
well.. Now, Harold I. Sims, the acting executive 
director of the National Urban League claims 
that the greatest danger facing blacks in the 
U.S. is the possibility of a massive repression 
by a general society frustrated over national 
and international failures. Because of these 


failures, says Mr. Sims, “there is the danger - 


that they (the majority) will continue to blame 


the victims like in Nazi Germany rather than 


work toward solutions of the problems.” This 
is all a lot of bunk, of course. What nation in 
this crazy world has ever done so much for so 
few, as the U.S. has done for the black mi- 
nority? In fact, being a black American today 
is like having money in the bank. But, if there 
is going to be a massive repression, Black Amer- 
ica can blame it upon the small minority within 
their community who, thinking that Civil Rights

and life only, race-quality and the triumph 
of the will-to-power — and not the victory 
of truths, principles, or money which signi- 
fies.” 

In the nineteenth century the Jew was in 
his natural element. He swam with the nine- 
teenth century like a fish in water. In this 
century the Jew is like a fish on dry land. 
The Jew’s journalistic, literary, intellectual, 
and financial power are doomed to fall on 
this chill, bleak plateau of Twentieth Cen- 
tury reality. Still, the Zionists have acquired 
the HABIT of power, and they will not give 
it up willingly. Only disaster will chastise 
them suitably. 

Disaster will not be long in coming. Today 
the Soviet Union is implacably hostile toward 
American Zionism. No better description of 
this hostility exists than that found in 
Francis Parker Yockey’s FOUR ESSAYS. 
Yockey observed the decline of American- 
Jewish power and the rise of Russian power 
in the world: “The basic reason for the di- 
minution of power is spiritual-organize. Pow- 
er will never stay in the hands of him who 
does not want power and has no plan for its- 
use. Desire for revenge, desire to stop Hitler, 
desire to destroy Europe, desire to kill 80,- 
000,000 Germans by the Morgenthau plan— 
all these are not will-to-power. Will-to-power 
inherently means the will to do something 
positive with power, not the will to prevent 
something, 

“The more superficial and direct reason 
for the diminution of power was the political 
incapacity of the Zionists, or Washington re- 
gime as it is here interchangeably called. 
This incapacity manifested itself first in total 
incomprehension of the Russian soul, leading 
to the belief that this wild, chaotic spiritual- 
ity had surrendered itself permanently to the 
guidance of a small group of Jewish intellect- 
uals.” 

In fact, the whole Zionist view of power- 
exercise is fundamentally defective. As 
Yockey says, “A person who believes that 
the seizing of the apparatus of power — gov- 
ernment, army, police, press, education — 
guarantees the continuance of power is a 
political non-entity.” Yet the whole Wash- 
ington regime believes this. In philosophy 
they are materialists and thus cannot under- 
stand that visible facts are only the manifes- 
tation of invisible spiritual movements.” 

The truth is the the b“ ttle for POWER to- 
day is a battle between the Zionists on one 
hand and the Russians on the other. We wish 
that somebody represented the American 
People on this scene, but ncbody does. An 
old adage says that “God takes care of fools, 
drunkards, and the United States.” We hope 
indeed that the Diety will indeed take care of 
the United States, since it appears that no- 
body else will do so. 

Zionism is on its last legs. The Rockefel- 
lers, once happy allies cf the Zionists, now 
are alarmed over the prospect of disaster 
and loss in the Middle East, Behind the 
scenes in New York and Washington, a ter- 
rific battle rages over the Middle East policy. 
The book DAVID may cr may not tell the 
real truth about David Rockefeller; in any 
case it is merely a salvo in the intellectual 
battle which rages between the American 
Zionists and their erstwhile Goy allies. In 
Washington the Zionists appear still to have 
the upper hand. Their funny little errand 
boy, Nixon, will go running over to Red 
China, to try io cement a weakling alliance 
against Russia. With Nixon’s trip to China, — 
American policy sinks to a new low level of 
ignominy. It is not merely that crimes are
